is generally considered to be between 4 and 10 November 1918, when a 
congress was held in Piraeus which established the Social-Labor Party 
of Greece (SEKE). The SEKE was the forerunner of the KKE, The Greek 
method of calculating anniversaries differs from ours; hence it is 
the thirty-third rather than the thirty-second anniversary being 
celebrated, 
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
